lot it therefore dHnaftetl by the KING’S Molt Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority 
of the fame, That from and after the pafling of this Adt, whenever any 
Prefentment fhall have been or fhall be made by any Grand Jury of any 
county, county of a city or county of a town in Ireland, for the providing, 
or for the building enlarging or altering any Court Houfe or Seflions 

2 Houfe, or County Infirmary for fuch county, county of a city or county 
of a town refpedtively, or for the fupplying of Water to any Court Houfe, 
Seflions Houfe or County Infirmary, it fhall be lawful for the faid Grand 
Jury of fuch county, county of a city or county of a town, to appoint 

perfons to be Commiflioners for carrying the 
faid Prefentment to be carried into execution and efFedt ; and^ if fuch 
Grand Jury do not appoint fuch Commiflioners, or if any of the perfons 
fo appointed to be Commiflioners fhall die, refufe or negl'edl, or ceafe to 
adi as fuch Commiflioners before fiich work fhall be completed, then and 
in every fuch cafe it fhall and may be lawful for any fucceeding Grand 
Jury to appoint fuch Commiflioners, or to complete the number thereof 
as the cafe may require, or to add to the fame, but fo as that there fhall 
not at any one time be more than Commiflioners ; and 

any or more of them Commifliopers fhall be in all cafes 

3 competent to do any a 61 which the whole of the faid Commiflioners could 
or might lawfully do. 

And be it further Enadted, That the faid Commiflioners, after fuch 
Preientment made as aforefaid, fhall give notice of fuch Prefentment 
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haying been made times at leaft iiv fome public newspaper 

circulating in or near the comity* County of a city or county of a town,, 
of ;thei.r intention of contracting with any perfon or perfons for building, 
rebuilding, 'repairing, 'fin'iffiing, altering or enlarging any fuch Court 
Houfe, Seffions Houfe or County Infirmary, or for the laying any main 
or pipe for the fupplying of water to fuch Court Houfe, Seffions Houfe or 
County Infirmary, or for doing any part or parts of any fuch work ; and 
every fuch contract or contracts ffiall be made at the molt reafonable 
price or prices which ffiall be propofed by fuch contractor or contractors 
as ffiall be deemed by the faid Commiffioners the molt proper and refpon- 
fible perfons to carry fuch contr-aCt or contracts into execution refpeCtively ; 
and all contraCt or contracts ffiall be entered by the Clerk to the faid Com- 
miffioners in a “book to be kept by the faid Commiffioners ; which book, 
when fuch works are completed, ffiall by the faid Clerk to the Commif- 
fioners be delivered to the refpeCtive Clerksof the Peace for the time being, 
who dr-C hereby required to keep the fame among the record's of the county, 
county of a city or county of a town, to be from time to time infpeCted at 
all' feaffinable times by any Grand Jurors in their refpeCtive counties, 
counties of cities or counties of towns, or by any perfon or /perfons em- 
ployed or to be employed by or on behalf of any fuch 'county, county of 
a city or county of a town, without fee or reward. 
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And be it EnaCted, That alj and every the Grand Juries aforefaid, after 
prefentment made as aforefaid, ffiall have full power and authority to rent 
or purchafe any houfes, buildings, lands, tenements or hereditaments, 
which may be neceffiary for the feite of any Court Houfe, Seffions Houle 
or County Infirmary, or any enlargement of or addition to the fame or 
the courts 1 Or Cutlets thereunto belonging, and to diredt the houfes, build- 
ings, lands, tenements and hereditaments, fo rented or purchafed, to be 
conveyed to fuch Commiffioners as the faid Grand Jury or Grand Juries 
ffiall have fo appointed as aforefaid, and to their heirs, executors, admini- 
ftrators and affigns, in truft, and for the ufes andpurpofes aforefaid. 

And be it Enabled, That in every county, county of a city or county 
of a town, in which a certain rent is or ffiall be payable for the Court 
Houfe, Seffions Houfe or County Infirmary, of fuch county, county of a 
City or county of a town, or any part thereof or any of the appurtenances 
thereof, the Grand Juries of fuch counties, counties of cities or counties of 
towns refpedtively, at their affizes or prefenting term, ffiall prefent yearly 
fuch rents to be raifed upon their refpedtive counties, counties of cities or 
counties of towiis; and the money fo pYefented and confirmed as aforefaid, 
ffiall be raifed and paid to fuch perfons to whom fuch rents are or ffiall be 
refpedtively payable, without any dedudtion whatever, by the Treafurer 
of fuch county, county of a city and county of a town refpedlively. 

And be it further Ena&ed, That it ffiall and may be lawful to and for 
all Bodies Politic and Corporate, Truftees, Guardians of Infants, Com- 
mittees of Lunatics or Idiots, Femes Covert with their Huffiands, and all 
other perfons whaffoever who are or ffiall be feifed or poffieffed of, inte- 
refted in or entitled unto any eftate or intereft in any manner whatfoever 
in the grounds, houfes, tenements, edifices, eredlions or buildings, which 
by the faid Grand Juries refpedtively .ffiall be thought neceffiary to°be rented 
or purchafed for any of the purpofes of this A&, by Deeds Indented and 
inrolled, to demife, fell and convey all or any fuch grounds, houfes, tene- 
ments, edifices, erections or buildings, or any part thereof, and all the re- 
fpedtive eftates and intereffis therein, to the fold Commiffioners and their 

heirs 
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■heirs and fucceffors, and that all contracts, agreements, bargains, Cates 
■and conveyances, which fliall be Co made by fuch perfon as aforefaid, fliall 
•be good and valid in the Law to all intents and purpofes whatfoever ; and

the fale and conveyance of their refpedtive rights, terms and interefts 
therein, or fliall not produce or evince a clear title to fuch eftate, rights; 
titles, terms or interefts as they fliall or may fo claim, or if the faid 
Grand Juries relpe&ively fliall be ignorant who fliall be entitled to the 
lame, then and in every or any fuch cafe it fliall and may be lawful to and 
for the faid Commiffioners, or any or more of them, and they 

g are hereby empowered or authorized from time to time to iffue a warrant 
or v/arrants, precept or precepts, to the Sheriff of the county, county of

by them ; and all perfons concerned fliall and may have their lawful 
challenges againft any of the faid Jurymen, but fliall not be at liberty to 
^challenge the array. 

And be it further Enabled, That in all cafes of Trials by Juries before Value of 
the faid Commiflioners, or any or more of them, where a full premifes to 

jury fliall not appear before them, or where after the appearance of a full ^ e )f elied ^ 
Jury it fliall fo happen, either by means of challenges or otherwifo, that 
there fliall be a default of Jurors for luch trial, it fliall and 

. may be lawful to and for the laid Commiflioners, or any or more of 

them, to command the Sheriff of the county, county of a city or county of 
a town, to empannel fo many other perfons as fliall make up a full Jury 
•io of men, which perfons fo to be empannelled fliall be added to the 

former pannel ; and all parties interefted in luch trials fliall have their 
challenges to the Jurors fo added to the former pannel, as if they had been 
originally fummoned ; and the faid Commiflioners, or any or more of 

them, are hereby authorized and empowered, by precept or precepts from 
time to time as occalion ihali require, to call before them all and every per- 
fon and perfons whatloever who fliall be thought proper or neceffary to be 
examined as a witnels or witnelfes before them on their oath or oaths*

fairly written on parchment, and figned and fealed by the major part of the 14 
laid Commiffioners who were prelent, and pronounced fuch judgment and

.aiorelaid for building any fueli. Court Houle,, Seffions Houle, or Countv 
Infirmary, or any addition thereto, or for making any alterations or repairs 
theieiit, it ftall be lawful for tne Grand Jury, at the fame or any fubleojuent 
affixes or term, - to prefent that fuch part of the fum lo prefented as the-v 
may judge proper, ftall be paid in advance to fuch Commiffioners to be 
appointed to condu& the execution of fuch works, or any 
1 °t them, upon his or their entering into a recognizance before the 

Court, in double the fum lo to be advanced, conditioned that he or they • 
ftall apply the money fo to be advanced for the purpofes for which the 
fame was lo prefented and none other, and that he or they ftall at the 
next and every fucceediiig- affizes or term refpediiveiy, juftly and fairly 
account for the fame, until the whole of : fuch money ftall be finally ac- 
counted for; and that he or they, or his or their heirs executors or ad- ' 
rainiftrators, /hall at any time pay -to the Treafurer for the time being of 
the laid county, county of a citv or county of a town, any balance or part 
of inch money which fhall not by fuch accountant appear to have been 
applied for the purpofes aforefaid. 

And be it further Enabled, That fiich Commiffioners fhall, at every en- 
fuing affizes or term as aforefaid, lay before the Grand Jury and the Court 
-a juffi and fair account in. writing of all and every expenditure and expen- 
ditures of fuch money fo to be advanced to them, and the particular pur- 
pofes for which the fame was expended, and the quantities and price of 
each material bought therewith; and filch account fhall- be verified by 
affidavit in writing at the foot thereof, to be made in open Court, by one of 
the laid Commiffioners, and fhall ftate that the whole of the money was fo 
expended for the foie purpol'eof executing the work fo prefented, purfuant 
to the preferment thereof; and when any fuch work fhal-l be finifhed, ,s 
.and the accounts of the faid Commiffioners approved of and palled by the 
Grand Jury and the Court, it fhall be ordered' that ah liieh recognizances 
,io enteied into, fhall be vacated on the laffc day of the next affizes-or term, 
and they fhall be vacated accordingly, unlefs upon fbme fufficient com- 
taid before tne Court or the Grand Jury, fufheient caufe fhall 
appear to induce the Court to make an order to the contrary ; and pro-- 
vided if there be any balance unexpended, a certificate of the Treafurer 
of the county, county of a city' or county of a town, ftall be laid before 
the Grand Jury and the Court, fetting forth that he had received the laid 
balance, and applied it to the credit of the county, county of a city or 
county of a town. J 

fioner^to ' ^ ^ Enadled, That all Commiffioners, or other perfons duly 

have the authorized or employed in for the building altering enlarging or repairing 
lame powers any Seffions Houle, Court Houfe, or County Infirmary, in Ireland, or anv 29 
of Roads. erS of the appurtenances thereof, fhall for fuch purpofe have all and lingular 
the fame powers of raffing and carrying away fand, gravel, hones, earth 
or other materials, as are or ftall from time to time be given by any Laws 
or Law in force in Ireland, to the Overfeers of the public roads, anti fubjefl 
to the fame regulations and reftricHons. 
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
